The Nicaragua Ship Canal.— The Nici- 
nygua ship canal is to be recommenced under 
the patronage of Louisville Napoleon; the en- 
gineers are already at work, and Prince Ma- 
rat is to be President of the new company. A 
coi respondent of the New York Journal of 
Commerce, writing' from Chinandega, says 
Mr. Edward Loos, one of the directors of the 
new corppany, which has recently been or- 
ganized in England and France, having pur- 
chased Monsieur Belly's privilege for $130,000, 
the chief engineer, Mr. Samuel James, and a 
staff of assistant engineers, numbering six 
persons, had arrived, and a careful re-exami- 
nation of the route surveyed by the Belly en- 
gineers 13 to be made as speedily as possible. 
It is not supposed that there will be any great 
deviation Ircru the original survey. The port 
of Tamarinda, on the Pacific, may be changed, 
and the Estero Real, which empties into the 
Bay of Fonseca, nude the terminus on this 
side of the Isthmus. ThU Estero heads with- 
in fifteen cr eighteen miles of Lake Mana- 
gua, end is navigable for some distance 
for vessels of 500 tons burden. Mr. L003 
is cemmissioned on the part of the directors 
to ask of the Government of Nicaragua some 
m^d fications in the charter, and President 
Martinez considered the subject of such vast 
importance that he bus summoned al! the 
ministers of the government to Chinaniega 
for the purpose of considering the matter im- 
mediately. Mr. Loos is hlso empowered by 
the company to make a sufficient loan to the 
government of Nicaragua to meet all of its 
foreign indebtedness. Louis Napoleon has 
taken the matter in hand, and he informed 
Messrs. Loos and Samuel, before they depar- 
ted from Paris, that this great enterprise had 
his best wishes; that he would give it every 
support and protection in his power, and that, 
if their report was favorable, he wouli place 
at the head of the company, as President, 
Prince Murat. • 

The following is a brief synopsis of the 
prospectus of the company. It is called "The 
Atlantic and Pacific International Ship Com- 
pany, under the patronage and support of the 
great Maritime Powers." 

Capital £2,500,000 in 75,000 shares of £20 
each, and 10,000 debentures of £100 each. 

Directors. — Admiral the Hon. Geo. Elliott, 
R. N.; John Harvey Lewis, Esq., M. P.; Jas. 
Cumming, Esq., of Messrs. Cumming, Beare,

The company has exclusive privileges, with 
power to levy tolls, including free use of 
lands required in the construction of the ca- 
nal; likewise, a grant in perpetuity of the 
government, and uooccur ied land3 to the ex- 
tent of VA miles on either side of the canal 
throughout its entire course, together with 
about 750,000 acres, with power to sell, lease, 
or otherwise dispose of them, and uine years 
to complete the canal from the date of its 
charter. 

The charter extends for ninety-nine years; 
after that the canal reverts to Costa Rica and 
Nicaragua. The ports of the canal are made 
free ports forever, and all ships, or goods, or 
persons in transit, of any nation whatever, 
are only liable for the payment of the com- 
pany's tariff. The protection of the company 
is guaranteed by a treaty with Great Britain 
and Nicaragua, France and Nicaragua, and 
by the United States, under the Clayton and 
Bulwer treaty. Nicaragua and Costa Rica 
are to be paid 8 per cent on the gross receipts, 
of the company. The dues which the com- 
pany are empowered to levy are fixed at a 
maximum of eight shillings per ton tor goods, 
and forty-eight shillings per passenger. Ves- 
sels are to be steam-tugged from ocean to 
ocean at a small cost. 

The route selected at present is as follows: 
Through the San Jusn river, entering it at the 
Colorado branch to Lake Nicaragua; distance 
114 miles. In this river four dams will be re- 
quired, and four locks of ten feet fall each. 
Through Lake Nicaragua to the river Tipitafio, 
distance 100 miles. Through the river Tipi- 
tafio to Lake Managua, distance 11 miles. In 
this sboit distance two locks will be required 
of 10 feet fall each. Through Lake Managua 
to the point where the canal commences, dis- 
taLce 54 miles. From Lake Managua to the 
bay of Tamarinda the distance is about nine 
miles, through which a cutting will be re- 
quired of a maximum depth of 33 feet. Be- 
tween Lake.Managua.and Tamarinda there is 
a fall of 154 feet in 3,'i miles, and here it will 
be neceesary to construct fourteen locks of 
eleven feet fail each. 

The plan proposed by the company is, not 
to moke the canal of a sufficient depth for the 
largest class of vessels to go through on their 
own bottoms with their usual draft of water, 
but to raise them with their cargoes at fixed 
places, dependent on their size, 01 pontoocs 
drawing but a small depth of water. Vessels 
drawing not over fifteen feet of water can pM 
thiough from ocean to ocean, without being 
lifted upon pontoons, except in their passage 
through the canal from Lake Managua to 
Tamarinda; but vessels of greatest draft will 
have to be raised twice and lowered twice. 
Hydraulic power is to be used in raising ves- 
sels, similar to that in daily use at the Victoria 
Docks, London. The time occupied in raising 
a 2,000 ten vessel and floating it away is not 
to exceed on* hour. Contractors of experi- 
ence and responsibility are ready to undertake 
the work for the estimate of the engineers, 
viz: £2,203,160. The estimated revenue of 
the company exclusive of dues levied on pas- 
sengers is £876,000. This is based on the 
daily transit each way of six vessels, aver- 
aging 500 tons. 

A Valuable Prize. — We find a curious 
story in Galignani's (Paris) Messenger aoout 
the finding of a pot of Louis d'or in the Rue 
Lafayette. It seems that a laborer, being at 
work there, struck his pick against an earth- 
em jtir and broke it, whereupon out rolled 
6evers! p : eces of gold. Other workmen, hear- 
irg it jingle, rushed to the spot, probably with 
a view of "snacks," when the lucky finder of 
the treasure-trove cried out, "Stop! form a 
ring!" It was done. "And now, let no one 
move!" He then quietly picked ud all the 
Louis-d or that bad dropped out, and put them 
in his bat. Then taking up the jar contain- 
ing the remainder, he said, "Now call a ser- 
grant-dc-ville to accompany me to the nearest 
police office, where I will deposit the money." 
So said, so done. The prize was found to con- 
sist of 978 gold Louis- d'or of 24 livreseach, 
tearing the effigies of Louis XV and .XVI," 
the whole amounting to more than £23,000 
($115,000). This was forwarded to the Prefec- 
ture of Police, where it will remain during 
tie inquiry to -discover the legitimate owners 
of the property. It is only after that is done 
that the share attributed by French law to 
("he finder of treasure can be paid to the lu;ky 
woikingman.

try. That I did cot exaggerate when I repre 
sented that numerous families were on the eve 
of actual suffering, on account of the scarcity 
of provisions, is established by the fact that 
at ihe preeent time, 1 am informed by the 
Commissary of the Post, over four hundred 
rations per day are issued to destitute families. 

This indigence is not confined to the lower 
clueses, but oppresses all alike. The once 
wealthy lar dholder and planter, \who scorned 
the joverty of the vu'.gus herdus at one tints, 
now draws from the same generous govern- 
ment, that both hive labored to destroy, the 
necessaries of life. 

Many affecting incidents have come to my 
notice in connection with these appiicition3 
for snbaistence. 

S.lver-b aired, age-bowed wom?n, support- 
ing frail frames on tinger-worn sulfs, slowly 
hobble into the office of the Provost Marshal 
to ask for food to sustain lives whose sands 
are almost run. 

Eighty winters bad worn furrows in the 
features of one aged lady, the fountains of 
whose tears were unsealed at the thought, 
that, on the verge of another world, she came 
a supplicant for food to appease the pinchings 
of hunger in this. It is sad thus to view the 
discomforts of age, and contemplate the suf- 
ferings of hungered children, but these, give 
us a fuller, more thorough appreciation of the 
awful responsibility that his:ory will settle 
uion the instigators of this iniquitous rebel- 
lion. 

Their crime will not only be preserved on 
the pages of history, but their i'iiatuatcd fol- 
lowers and their posterity will heap curses 
ucon the beads of these sin-bowed violators 
of public confidence. The infamy will not 
die, but will live in tradition as long as a 
tongue shall exist to repeat the story of this 
bloody treason. 

The epitaphs of near half a million of mis- 
guided Southrons will attest Ihe enormity <>f 
the treason, e>nd a mourning nation curse tne 
authors. 

There is too little regard manifested, it 
strikes me. by many in whose keeping they 
are placed, for the interests of the Government. 
The prodigality and indiscretions that I wit- 
ness almost every day cannot but be sources 
of great annoyance to those who have more at 
heart the interests of the Government, which 
are best subserved at this time by observing 
the strictest economy in the conduct of its 
military affairs. 

I refer to the abendonment of condemned 
goods; the lack of proper care in preserving 
cc mmissary stored and forage; ana the enor- 
mous waste that is continually going on. 
The authorities adopted an injurious policy 
when, they permitted speculators of every 
character to attend the army, and convert 
into a source of individual profit property 
that, at a trifling cost of labor, might bo dis- 
posed of for the beneDt of the Government. 
Forage, not properly sheltered, has been lost 
in great quantities, aud an immensity of com- 
missary stores destroyed in the same way. 
Cot demned property, or exceedingly valuab'e 
articles, left on the line of march to lighteu 
the trains, have been left to rot by the road- 
side, and thousands of pounds of meat, inva'- 
uable for the use-of ihe men, but of consider- 
able value for other purposes, might be shipped 
to Nathville and sold at remunerative rates. 

If ihe authorities are too busily engaged to 
attend to these matters of minor importance, 
and I doubt not they generally are, why would 
it not repay the Government to sppoint an 
agent whose business it should be to watch 
the dimes that are neglected by others ia their 
tffortsto save the dollars? Economy would 
save us ihcusands of dollars, that nobody at 
present has time or inclination to look after. 

Cotton speculating offers its wide a liell for 
consideration as it does for imposition and 
double-dealing by those engaged in the busi- 
ness. I do not desirejo be understood as inti- 
mating that dishonesty characterizes the trans- 
actions of all dealers in this valuable staple. 
Many very worthy and very upright gentle- 
men prosecute an honest trade, but opportu- 
nities for abusing privileges are so numerous 
end so frequently improved that the induce- 
ments heretofore held out to this class of per- 
sons bhould be withdrawn. 

A little incident occurred a few days since 
in front of the office of Col. Ti uesdail, chief of 
police, which is worthy of mention, as indica- 
tive of the persistent hostility that is nursed 
and manifested whenever opportunity offers 
by the feminine portion of thi3 bitterly dis- 
loyal community. 

Suspended over the pavement, immediately 
in front of the office referred to, hangs an 
American flag, under which pedestrians pass- 
ing on that side of the street must walk. The 
opposite sidewalk, seldom used, is overgrown 
wi'h weeds and obstructed by rubbish. Not-

vent their progress, they halted, cast a dis- 
dainful glance at the flag, muttered a denun- 
ciation, and wheeled with the precision of 
veteran soldiers to the left.

The Qcamiel of his Organs — Th? recent 
statement of the Washington Republican re- 
garding ihe imminence of war with England 
has not only elicited an official contradiction 
fit ip. Mr. Seward, but has also excited tne ire 
of the Chronicle, which par excellence claims 
to be the official oracle. In its issue of Mon- 
day it declares that the Associated Press 
Agent "made a most disgraceful use of his po- 
sition" in telegraphing the substance of the 
article alluded to, and giving "an advertise- 
ment of the sort to a paper that has no official 
position whatever, 'semi' or otherwise." If 
rounds up its remaining periods by stating 
that there is no more prospects of a war with 
England tban with any other country, and 
adding that the article of the Republican, in- 
stead of being regarded with "much import- 
ance" ht re, "only caused a laugh, 51s many an 
exciting story frcm the same source has afore- 
time." 

The Republican last evening replies in lan- 
guage more pointed than elegant, calling the 
Chronicle editor names that, in other climates, 
wish fewer provost marshals about, would pro- 
voke an immediate collision. It states that its 
infoimation was received from no member of 
the Cubicet, thus leaving an inference, which 
ihe Star bites at most spitefully in a subsequent 
edition, that the President was the original 
source. Tte Chronicle this morning is silent, 
declining, doubtless, to enter a contest that 
has Euddeniy become so bitterly personal, and 
keepi en its course as the only journal "offi- 
cially inspired." The Star declares that the 
Piesident is burdened with no orgau, and is 
ttost likely correct. Mr. Buchanan once de- 
clared, in the daik days of bis administration, 
w ben Le doubtless saw his great errors, that 
tc bad been drawn into trouble by the party 
oigans that clung to the plunder of his admin- 
istration and launched far ahead in their zeal 
of either his views or convictions, but which 
party lines compelled him to follow to the bit- 
ter end. Not so, doubtless, with Mr. Lincoln. 
As undetstood here, the Chronicle is simply 
an official paper to the extent of having moat 
of the official advertising. It is not believed 
that any of its editorials are dictated from 
1 xecutive qua:tcrs, as was the ca e with the 
old Democratic organs. It gives an uncondi- 
tional support to the Administration, it is true, 
bat not more, so tl an two of the other city pa- 
pers. The Republican'! position is this: The 
law requires the President lo designate a third 
paper in Washington lo print the public acts 
(Congress providing for the first two), and 
Mr. Lincoln nsmed that journal. Mr. Stan- 
ion usually favors the Star and Chronicle. 
Mr. Seward alwajs the Intelligencer, and the 
President is kindly disposed to the Repub- 
lican. But none of them are really organs. 
So much for the impending "official" quarrej.

Washington, August 15. 
All reports telegraphed from this city about 
important conferences of Governors and Sen- 
ators with the President about an important 
military demonstration are wholly trie .work 
of imagination and have no genuine basis. 
In fact, the visits of Governor Tod, Senator 
Harris, nod others, who are here at the same 
time, were accidental and not by any agree- 
ment. 

Seere'ary Chase has made the following de- 
cision in regard to the redemption of tho pub- 
lic debt: Allccupons and registered bonds 
forming a part of the permanent loan of the 
United States will be redeemed in gold. TI13 
five-twenty 6s, being redemable at any tims 
within twenty years after the lapse of five 
years, belong to the permanent loan, and so 
also do Ihe twenty-year 63 of July 17, 186 L, 
into which the three-year 7-30j ars converti- 
ble. All obligations and notes forming part 
of the temporary loan will be paid at maturi- 
ty in United Slates notes, unless before such 
maturity payment in specie shall have bsen 
generally resumed. 

The 7-30 year bonds or notes, form part of 
the - temporary loan, with the privilege of con- 
version iuto 20 years' sixes in sums not less 
than five hundred dollars. They will there- 
fore be paid, if the holders prefer payment to 
conversion in U. S. notes. 

The Agricultural Department i3 busy at 
present in preparing the usual monthly re- 
ports of crops and weather. The returns are 
generally very favorable, although soms sec- 
tiors of counlry, and especially west of the 
Allegheny Mountains, ha3 suffered considera- 
bly from drought. 

General Meade arrived in town la9t even- 
ing, ard to-day had an interview with the 
President, Secretary of War, and the General- 
in-Chitf. Ho returns to the front immedi- 
ately. 

The rumor telegraphed West from this city 
that General McClernand hod tendered his 
resignation is without foundation. 

General Curtis, late of the Department of 
the Missouri, is in town, ne is accompanied 
by several of his staff. 

The Government has und?r consideration 
the proposition of Gen. Rosecrans to organize 
a heavy force of mountod men for service in 
the West. The importance of this project is 
conceded, but some difficulty of opinion must 
be disposed of before a definite favorable an- 
swtr can be given. 

\ The sentence of court-martial, condeming 
private Reuben Stout to death for the murder 
of Solomon Huffman, in Carroll county, Ind., 
in March last, aud for desertion, has been ap- 
proved, and the sentence will be executed at 
the time and place designated by the com- 
mander of the Department of the Ohio. 

Efforts are beiDg made to create an impres- 
sion e.mong the people that the Internal Rev- 
enue receipts arc so deficient that new rates 
will have to be levied. They proceed from 
copperhead influences, and are part of the war 
on the Government carried on by them. The 
receipts -were below the estimates of Commis- 
sioner Boutwell, for some time, owing to an 
oversight in not calculating the effect on man- 
ufacturers accumulating large stocks in antici- 
pation of the tax law, but they now show a 
steady and healthy increase which will meet 
all the expectations formed.

Tbe Tribune's despatches iay the number of 
colored troops actually in tbe field is be- 
tween 22,000 and 23,000. Fifty additional regi- 
ments are pattly organized and speedily ap- 
proaching completion. The estimate of 100,- 
0C0 being in arms by fall will, it is thought, be 
fully fuitained. , 

Prominent Western men, among'them Gov. 
Tea, called on the President yesterday, and 
urged the immediate organization of a 
mounted force to operate in Tennessee, and 
tbe interview was renewed to-day. Tne 
greate r importance is attached to the expedi- 
tion, as Gen. Rosecrans deems such a force 
essential to the success of his future opera- 
tions.

Tut Snows and Sbas or Mars. — Mars has 
lately presented a favorable opportunity for 
ihe examination of its surface. The constitu- 
tion of this planet more nearly approaches 
that of the earth than any other in the sys- 
tem. Snow can be detected at both poles, the 
white circle increasing in winter and decreas- 
ing in summer. It has been found that the 
centre of this region of snow does not coin- 
cide exactly with the poles of Ihe planet. And 
in this respect it is like the earth, whose 
greatest cold is not exactly at the pole. A 
greenish belt, with deep bays and inlets, near 
the equator, which is suspected to bea'sea, 
has recently been detected. The termination 
of the tnowy region ia very sharp and 
abrupt, giving the idea of a lofty cliff. A 
reddish island in the above sea his also been 
delected. The probability of Mars being in- 
habited is greater thin that of any other 
placet. I's density is very nearly that of the 
earth. The heat and light of the sun would 
Ve only half of that enjoyed on our globe; 
tut the'n this may be compensated by an at- 
mosphere which may form a warmer wrapping 
than ours, and by a more sensitive eye. A 
great part of tbesurface of the globe is covered 
with snow for halt theyear; the people in Mars 
would not be worse off than we are in Canada, 
and life is tolerable. People emigrating from 
here to Mars would find that they were only 
half as heavy as they are here, which some 
would not regard aa a disadvantage.

VlCKSBL'BG, Aug. 2. 

On the 29th ult. a rebel scout, captured by 
Lieut. MasoD, on the Washington road, twelve 
miles east of Natchez, gave the information 
that Gen. Logan, with his cavalry command, 
was intending to attack Geo. Ransom the 
next morning. Logan, it appears, sad heard 
of Warden's raid, and came to Liberty after 
our force had left. Making a detour from Lib- 
erty to Brookhaven, he sent a detachment to ' 
Rodney, twelve miles above Natchez, on tha 
river, and massed his main force on the Wash- 
ington road, with the intention of cutting off 
Warden But they were too late; our troop3 
had passed. 

About 2 o'clock on the morning of the 30th, 
Lcgan advanced on the Washington road a3 
far as St. Catherine's Creek, drove in our ve- 
dettes, and burned the bridge. Here he halt- 
ed, eitl er waiting an attack, or because the 
failure to capture the vedettes frustrated a 
contemplated surprise. At any rate, he re- 
mained east of the creek, in line across an 
open field. General Ransom at once put his 
command under arms, and sent out hi3 
mounted infantry to find and fi^ht the enemy. 
Reaching St. Catherine's Creek, the advance 
guaid, under Capt James, 721 Illinois, dis- 
mounted, forded the creek, deployed as skir- 
mishers, and at once opened fire on the rebel 
skirmishers. The rebels fired a few shots aud 
fe ll back to iheir main body, some 500 yards. 
Our main body pressed across rapidly — horses 
were owum over, and, by the time our extem- 
porized cavalry was remounted, the rebels 
were in full retreat. 

Lcgan bad a battalion of regular ctvalry 
and a regiment of mounted infantry, the llth 
Arkacsas, ncd a section of artillery. Major 
Warden pursued them several miles, and as 
far a3 his jaded horses were able to go, and 
ret'-.rned with fifty prisoners and seventy-five 
torses. Capt. James, in command of thj ad- 
vance guard, behaved with great courage and 
spirit, and is much commended for it. I a this 
connection it should be borns in mind that 
our small force of cavalry have only hod their 
horseB since the occupation of Natchez, and 
the animals were all sorts of vehicle beasti, , 
unused to the saddle and muskets. In this 
affair Sergeant W. Dawson, with four men, 
carre upon and captured twelve men aad fif- 
teen hotscs. 

In this connection it is proper to state ihtt 
Gen. Ransom is ordered to join his corps, the 
17tb, at Vicksburg, and that the 13th army 
corps, GeD. Ord, will move to occupy Natchez. 
At tbe time Ransom occupied Natchez the 13th 
was underSheiman, near Jackson. Now that 
they have returned, it is ordered below, and 
Rnn8om will return to his corps. His occupa- 
tion and temporary command of the post have 
leen of eminent use, and the vigor, prompt- 
ness, and ability with which he ha3 adminis- 
tered affairs, military and quasi civil, has giv- 
en entire satisfaction, and added not a little to 
Lis standing as an officer. In addition to the 
movements above stated, the 9th army corps, 
Gen Parke, goes North, and the 16th, or, strict- 
ly speaking, so much of each corps as was 
here, sails up the river at once, aud portions 
of each have already gone. 

Among the documents captured during the 
affairs subsequent to the surrender, is a letter 
from a Catholic priest at Vicksburg to his 
Bishop at Natchez. The writer is evidently a 
foreigner, which accounts for its peculiar 
style. It is interesting, however, as descrip- 
tive of the horrors of the siege, and more in- 
teresting from the fact that it may be consid- 
ered as evidence ef a disposition to obtain in- 
structions, by which the Catholics of Vicks- 
burg may take the oath of allegiance without 
beiDg bound by it. 

Diks Desolationis, July the 9ih, 1803. 

Monsugnkib: There is no question now 
about the fall of Vicksburg, the once really 
justly pioud, hilly city. 

The same day we were crushed you heard 1 
of us, I expect, for some boats started down 
immediately. 

I think you have the honor of being visited I 
and escorted by the Y. as we are here satis 
est. 

I will only tell you that seven shells have 
got through tbe church — small size though — 
and one through both walls of our parlor. 
We were four persons in, but it respiected U3 
ail, and, above all things, we think God was 
f r us. ODly three or four Catholic people 
were killed in town, and Mr. Donovan got 
his right arm taken off by a shell, when he 
was to enter the cnurch for mass. We bad to 
die all. You must have heard of that botn- 
. barbing, which lasted forty-seven days and 
forty-seven nights. Many of oursoldiers, ba- 
_iog continually nnder a very heavy shelling 
'and sbatpsbooting, were killed and wounded. 
I bavc attended men at their last hour who 
bad been out in two pieces, by both hips, and 
dying in awful suflerinprs, four hours after 
struck. 

We have seen and touched the horrors of 
war and of a very hard siege. 

Rev. Y. Baunon was here all the time. I 
could not have afforded to attend so many. 
He is goDe with the remains of his division. 
Our fin render is as honorable and fivorable 
as it could possibly be, and more so. We were 
( arved. We were eating mule meat. The 
last ration was issued to our braves on the 3d. 
They were getting four ounces of bread, and 
three of pork, once in twenty-four hours. Still 
our sufferings were uniting us in cheerfulness, 
hope, patriotism, resignation, more than any- 
thing else. But we could not fight long against 
starvation. We gave up. I never felt so bad 
t>s cn tbe 4th. I could not expect it should be 
so. So far, no depredatioos have been done, 
r either on the church, nor church property. 
The door, however, was tried to be forced on 
the 4th. Everybody got visited. I heard of 
tbe destruction of, the Catholic church in Jack- 
son by Federals. Shall the same be done here? 

There is a Catholic chaplain in their army 
on tbe Big Black. He has paid me a visit. 
Another one of them is said to be very ill in 
one of their transports here. It is the only one 
I heard of being in Vicksburg now. Rev. Mr. 
Carrier, priest of the Holy Cross, told me he 
wiote twice to you lo get powers from you, 
but got no answer, and requested me to state 
you tbe fact. 

Seme of our good Catholics are come to ask 
me: "Quidde jurnmento civili, federali guberi 
nio prestito, in ttlibus, circunutantis, el cum tal- 
tyrannia ? ' (What concerning the civil oatb, 
prescribed by the Federal Government in such 
circumstances, and with such tyranny?) I 
did not answer anything definitely, for it 
said: "Vn magna civili imperterbatione ad auc- 
totitatem reeurrundum, ut definatur ulrum, ju- 
ramentum reeurrundum obligee nic ne; et ntrum 
sit nee nt reale juramentum." (In great civil 
purturbation, upon occasion of an au'hority 
being re-established, it should be -defined 
whether or not the oath is obliged to be Uken, 
and whether cr not it is a real oath ) 

They do wait an answer, and I do wait 
most impatiently. I cannot mention any par- 
ticulars, but 1 hope you wiil give us a decisive 
direction, tbat people may act with perfect 
security and conscience. With great respect,

Fearful Heat and Scarcity op Ice at ms 
East.— Untiringly fierce, the sun came up this 
morning red-hot, pouring down fiery beams 
upon baked heatls, roasting and burning and 
sinking. People out of doors cannot very 
well help getting siinstruck. There never was 
anything like it. For a full fortnight the tor- 
rid heat has continued with only tbe slight in- 
termission furnished by an occasional thunder- 
ehewer, after which performance things go on 
es badly as ever. This morning there was a 
dense fog; but the fog was as dry as men's 
parched throats, and did not mend matters at 
all. It is impossible to keep cool; under no 
combination of circumstances can it be done; 
with no shedding of garments ia it practicable 
to find a bit of comfort. 

The mortality of the city mounts up to a 
fearful figure under this intense and continu- 
ous heat. Nearly a thousand deaths occurred 
durirg the week ending yesterday, or about 
two-thirds of the average mortality of Lon- 
don, which city has ihree times the popula- 
tion ot New York. Of the whole number of 
nine hundred and seventy deaths here last 
week, more than five hundred were caused or 
accelerated by the effects of the beat. Eighty- 
eight deaths are reported by the City Inspector 
as the direct effect of sunstrokes, and forty- 
six other cases ard all! ibnted to "effects of the 
heat." DiairlKa, dysentery, apoplexy, and 
diseases of infanta account for the remainder. 
Many diseases of the bowels are fatally ag- 
gravated by indulgence in unripe or decayed 
fiuits, and children especially, unless care- 
fully guarded-, are apt to suffer from this'canse 
in a nigh temperature and an unhealthy sea- 
son. The sirett fruit-stands offer to the un- 
thinking a liberal collection of fermented aud 
poisonous s'.uff, a large piart of which unfor- 
tunately finds buyers. 

The Nineteenth and Twenty-first Ward3 
show the greatest proportion of mortality; 
stventy-two deaths having occurred in the 
former and seventy-nine in the latter during 
the week. In the Sixth Ward there were 
only foity-tbree deaths. The former two are 
largely peopled by the class who took the 
lead in the riots, and the excessive mortality 
among them shews that these residents of the 
ciiy know no more of ihe laws of health than 
ot the duty of obedience to the laws of tbe* 
State. 

The destruction of children by bad air, 
worse food, and terrible heat is unprecedent- 
ed. Five hundred and eleven children died 
in this city last week. This is more than the 
average of the whole weekly number of 
dealhs here in an ordinary season. Of the 
dead children, four hundred and seventy-five 
were of foreign parentage, w hile the parents 
of only thirty-six were natives of theUnitoid 
S lates. 

It is a fortunate circumstance that Mr. 
Boole has given us comparatively clean streets; 
else the mortality, large as it is, would have 
been greatly increased by the exhalations from 
the vest heaps of rubbish which he has re- 
moved. As it is the beat is terrible enough, 
but no epidemic attends it; and for that let us 
be thanklul. 

In order to keep the thermometer in coun- 
tenance, ice creams have gone up. So has 
ice, and very little there is ot it, the heat melt- 
intr the Email supply very rapidly. Sherry- 
cobblers are upalso. Everything of a cooling 
Duture, exasperated by the heat and the 
scarcity of ice, has bad a large percentage 
added to its cost. Wall street is reported to be 
in a ferment, and currency notee are dispensed 
fttely by scorched pieople who clamor for re- 
fr< sbing beverages, regardless of the increased 
price tbey have to pay. 

The long ovntinuaace of the extreme heat 
is an event which the ice dealers, more trtan 
aDy other class of people, are unprepared to 
meet. It has completely disappointed their 
calculations and destroyed their anticipations 
of a season of moderate demand, which would 
have enabled them to supply the market from 
tbe short crop of last winter. 

During the past ten days the price of ice 
has men from an average of forty to fifty cents 
a cwt. to one dollar, and in some cases to one 
dollar and twenty-eight cents a cwt.; and 
there isa prospect that the price will continue 
to increase in case this weather holds, for ice 
wastes rapidly is such extreme heal. The 
market supply, at best, is already so far ex- 
hausted as to render.it a serious question, 
whence the stlpply of ice is toxomet for the 
remainder of the summer. 

We learn that little or bo ice was put away 
at any point south of this city last winter, and 
as a consequence a heavy draft is made upon 
our matket from Pennsylvania, while Balti- 
more, Washington, and other places are re- 
ceiving their supplies from Boston and Maine. 
In Philadelphia ice is selling for two cents a 
pound. In Springfield, Massachusetts, it 
brings twenty-five cents a hundred pounds. 
In Hartford the price is one cent a pound, or 
eigbty-four cents a week for twelve pounds a 
day. 

A few weeks ego hotels and other lar»e con- 
sume rs in this city were supplied with ice at 
S'X dollars per tou; but on Wednesday last the 
figures look an upward tendency, and gradu- 
ally roro to eight dollars. Butchers, grocers, 
fishmongers, etc., have hitherto been supplied 
at from forty to tilty cents a hundred weight, 
but ihe figure has now risen to one dollar and 
upward. 

The Knickerbocker Company, whose main 
de pot is at Rockland Lake, have had this year 
a supply of only eleven thousand tons; while 
previous seafocs have produced for them at 
that point about one hundred thousand tons. 
The deficiency has only been met by gather- 
ing from smaller lakes and ponds in the coun- 
ties bcidering on the Hudson river, extending 
up as far as Rensselaer; the company having 
established a small depot at each place of gath- 
ering. This company's supply at Rockland 
Luke wiil probably be exhausted during the 
present week. 

The following circular has been issued by 
the Boston companies: 

[Circular.] 

The stock of ice now on hand being abso- 
lutely inadequate to the wants of the frade, 
and the sources for increase unprecedentedly 
limited and expensive, from and after this date 
prices will be advanced to fifty per cent per 
cwt.; small quantities, one cent per pound. 
Families taking by weight, sixty cents per 
hundred pounds.

The Journal of Commerce, it will br> ob- 
served, mentions with disapprobation the 
order issued by General Burnside on the eva 
of our election. Neithcrthe real nature of this 
order nor the actual condition of affairs in 
Kentucky appears to be fully taken into the 
account/by some of our friends abroad. In 
defereuce to their opinion, we will briefly no- 
tice'these points. 

^ In the first place, the order did not enjoin 
or contemplate any arbitrary interference 
■whatever with the elestion. On the contrary, 
tbe order expressly commanded all military 
officers in Kentucky to aid the constituted 
authorities of the State in the support of the 
lnws as defined in tho Proclamatioa of the 
Governor. This was in fact the whole import 
of the order. Here is the language of the 
order itself: 

Whereas, The State of Kentucky is in- 
vaded by arebel force, with the avowed inten- 
tion of overawing the Judges of Election, of 
intimidating the loyal voters, keeping them 
from the polls, and forcing the election of dis- 
loyal candidates at the election on the 3d of 
August; and whereas, the military power of 
the Government is the only force that can de- 
feat this attempt, the State of Kentucky is 
hereby declared under martial law, and all 
military officers ero commanded to aid the 
constituted authorities of the State in the sup- 
port of the laws, and of the purity of suffrage, 
as defined in the late proclamation of his Ex- 
cellency Gov. Robinson. 

This surely is explicit enough. As wehave 
said, the order did not enjoin or contemplate 
any arbitrary interference whatever with the 
election. It enjoined and contemplated ex- 
actly the contrary. Such was the construction 
given to the order here by both sides alike. It 
•was the construction we gave to theor'cr. And 
it was the construction the Democrat gavo to 
the order. The Democrat, on the morning 
after the issuing of the order, said: 

The reader will see an order in our paper 
this morning, by General Burnside, putting 
the State under martial law during the elec- 
tion. It assumes that a raid is made into this 
State to prevent loyal men from voting. Of 
course, if there be any such attempt, the mili- 
tary ought to take care of the rebels, whether it 
beelection timesornot. We do not understand 
the order as interfering with the voting ac- 
cording to law. The Governor has issued a 
proclamation, with the hjw and the oath that 
a ni8n may be required to take, and, we pre- 
sume, that is the meaning of this order. No 
tett of loyalty can be applied to a voter out- 
side of the law of the State. As far as the 
military protect the j udg es in apply ing the law 
of the State, it will do no harm. 

Such was the general construction of the 
order hue. The terms of the order indeed 
fairly admit of no other construction. The 
truth is, the order did not in strictness declare 
martial-law at all, and the use of the term in 
the order was an unfortunate misnomer, that 
has occasioned much honest misconception 
and a flood of conscious misraprcsentation. 
The order did not strictly declare martial-law, 
and martial-law was not established under the 
order. If the clause relating to martial-law 
had been left out, the order would have been 
the same in effect, without suggesting the 
assertion of any unusual authority. No unusual 
authority was asserted in fact. In fact the 
authority asserted was very considerably less 
than usual under the like circumstances. The 
military authority exercised in Kentucky on 
the day of the election was exercised in sub- 
ordination to the constituted authorities of 
Kentucky, and was exercised in support of 
the laws of the State not in disregard of 
them. This was the rule in fact as well 
as the injunction of the order. Whatever 
instances to the contrary may have hap- 
pened were exceptions to the former as well 
as violations of the latter. This is a fact at 
once significant and incontestable. 

In the second place, Kentucky forms a part 
of the theatre of war, with a hostile popula- 
tion the greater portion of which is disfran- 
chised by the laws of the State. This hostile 
population, occupying in strict law the status 
of non-combatant enemies nnder the protec- 
tion of the' government, constitutes the party 
that strove for the possession of the State in 
the recent election. In no other election that 
has taken place here since the State became 
the scene of war has any member of this party 
been permitted even to stand for office. Here- 
tofore the party has not been allowed to or- 
ganize and to put candidates in the field. It 
has been suppressed altogether by the miiitary 
authorities not only with the approval of tho 
Union men of the State but at their earnest 
demand. It has not been suffered to contest 
for office at all. It has been cut down wher- 
ever and whenever it reared its treasonable 
head. In the recent election, however, the par- 
ty was allowed to put candidates ia the field, 
and was assured that no qualified voter under 
the laws of the State would be prohibited from 
voting for the candidates of the party if he 
chose to vote for them. Whether this relaxa- 
tion of the established policy of the authori- 
ties was wise or unwise, it was conceded. 
But the party was not satisfied with the" con- 
cession. Having received an inch, the party 
resolved to take an ell. Consequently, the 
leaders of the party, in the teeth of the Gov- 
ernor's Proclamation, notified the disfran- 
chised inhabitants of the State that they had 
a right to vote in spite of the law, and warned 
the Judges of election that they would subject 
themselves to a severe penalty if '.hey refused 
the votes of such inhabitants. In a word, 
this party, with the character and antecedents 
•we have described, made a bold strike for the 
possession of the State by trampling the laws 
Of the State into the dust. In addition to 
this, it transpired, through various sources 
all perfectly trustworthy, that this bold and 
lawless strike was to be seconded oppor- 
tunely by a rebel invasion of formidable 
proportions, with the direct and avowed 
aim of coercing the election of the seces- 
sion candidates. Such was the condition 
of affairs in Kentucky, when, on the eve of 
the election, a rebel force, which has since 
Vieen ascertained to have formed actually the 
left wmg of an invading army, suddenly ap- 
peared in the very heart of the Common- 

? tbCreupcn G *™* Burnside 
issued the order in question 

It certainly does seem to us, that, on a full 

and candid and enlightened eurvey of ali th " 



facts, there can he found nothing either un- 
justifiable or dangerous iu the order. So t r 
from this, if General Burnside had done leas in 
fact than he did, he as we contvir- would hive 
justly exposed himself to the charge of » reok- 
less and criminal neglect of duty. The "lea 
that the order may serve as a precedeat lor 
the aimed interference of the G-aeral 
Government in the elections of toe Swtea 
of the North is wholly fallacious Tne 
case of Kentucky stands on a basis 
entirely different in fact and in law from 
that of the case of e>ery Northero Sia'ci 
TLe action of the national authorities iu her 
ease can furnish no precedent for their action 
in the case of any State of the Narth. The 
contrary idea is not only fallacious but as it 
appears to us ill-advised. There is no resem- 
blance in the cases, and, in our judgment, it 
is unwise by implication or suggestion to ad- 
mit that there is any resemblance. We, how- 
ever, do not blame our friends at the North 
for looking with extreme jealousy upon a 
proceeding which at their distance from the 
Scene of action may naturally wear the ap- 
pearance of arbitrariness iu a matter wherein 
the freedom of law is vital to the salvation of 
the republic and to the preservation of our 
liberties. They indeed cannot be too jealous 
in this matter, if they are but jeilou* with 
knowledge and with discretion. Wo can as- 
sure them that in such jealousy they have the 
foil and hearty sympathy of every Union mm 
in Kentucky. 

Officers fob the Invalid Corps. — Appli-^ 
cations for commissions in the Invalid Corps 
are numerous, and it is found that the informa- 
tion heretofore required to be furnished by 
applicants is not sufficient to ensure good 
selections, particularly us regards such as are 
still in service in their old organizations. 
From these last no effort of their own was 
necessary, but merely that their names should 
be placed on rolls by their regimental com- 
manders and medical officers, which, being 
forwarded to Washington, were expected to 
secure their appointments by transfer. 

It is now decided that the necessary in- 
formation shall be supplied by the applicants 
themselves, whether they be still ia service or 
out of it, the proceeding being essentially as 
follows : 

Whether in or cut of service, there must be 
a letter of application, addressed to the Pro- 
vost Marshal General, which must state the 
time and place the applicant was mustered 
into service, the designation of the regiment 
and company, the rank held, his promotions 
and the dates thereof, what battles engaged 
in, his age, and po3t-office address. This 
letter must be accompanied by a certificate of 
the surgeon of the Board of Enrolment, stat- 
ing the nature of the disease or wounds, and 
specifying thai he is able to do duty in tho 
first battalion or the second battalion of the 
Invalid Corps. If out of service, the certificate 
of discharge or acceptance of resignation (or a 
certified copy thereof) mu3t accompany the 
letter of application, and, if the paper docs not 
show that the discharge or resignation was 
by reason of disability from di>ea»e or wounds 
contracted in the line of duty, the deficiency 
must be supplied by additional certificate 
from the former regimental surgeon and com- 
mander to that effect. Or the same informa- 
tion may possibly be obtained by application 
at Department Headquarters for a certified 
copy of the papers on which the discharge or 
acceptance of resignation was based, whioh 
papers arc always filed at these headquarters 
when a discharge is given or a resignation 
accepted. The application should state the 
date and number of the special order for dis- 
charge or acceptance of resignation, and 
should be addressed to the Assistant Adjutant- 
General at Department Headquarters at Nash- 
ville for the Department of the Cumberland, 
and Cincinnati for the Department of tho 
Ohio. 

If the officer applying for a commission be 
still in the service, certificates from the sur- 
geon and regimental commander must show 
that his disability was frtfra wounds or dis- 
ease contracted in the line of duty. 

Unqualified recommendations at* required 
from at least three senior regimental officers, 
under whom the applicant has served, stating 
the length of said service. The recommenda- 
tions of the brigade and division commanders 
must also be forwarded, or, if they cannot be, 
good reason must be given why they are 
not. 

Of course all this is done in writing, and 
the applicant must himself procure and for- 
ward the testimonials through the Acting 
Assistant Brovost Marshal General of the 
State, where the applicant may be if out of 
service or on detached duty ; or, if in the field, 
through the officer detailed for the purpose in 
the army to which he belongs. 

If any person having already made appli- 
cation has omitted any of the points defined 
above he may even yet obtain the papers to 
snpply the omission and forward them to be 
filed with those formerly sent for use when 
the appointing power comes to make the selec- 
tions.

In short, you called upon 
the voters and the officers of election, alike to 
set at defiance a regularly enacted statute of 
the Commonwealth. And here is your ex- 
cuse for so doing: 

But we do not believe that that act of the 
Legislature is law, and we do not believe it 
will stand before tho courts of this Common- 
wealth 

That is to say, you do not believe the law is 
constitutional, and, therefore, though the law 
is properly enacted, and has not been pro- 
nounced unconstitutional by the courts, you 
called upon the people to set it aside, trample 
it into the dust, and act in total disregard of it. 
Pray, neighbor, who are you, that you assume 
to cancel the obligation of obedience to a law 
duly placed upon the statute-book? Are you 
a General Assembly? or a Supreme Court? or 
an Autocrat? or a Pope? or a Tycoon? Or 
are you simply an anarchist, asserting the 
right of each individual to obey or disobey 
the law according to his own notions of con- 
stitutional propriety? Have we indeed a 
vaunting Jacobin amongst us or what? 

One thmg is certain. The Editor of the 
Democrat is not a conservative. We in our 
time have told many truths of the Editor of 
the Democrat, but we certainly never told a 
greater truth of him than when we said not 
long ago that there isn't a conservative in- 
stinct in him or a conservative hair about 
hfm.

they had festered for years, and shipped 
by steamer to ^he good city of Lou- 
isville, because of their prostitution and 
;l(lauthery. Whereupon Col. Marc Mundy, 
Military Commandant at Louisville, hav- 
irg not only a due appreciation of the un- 
forfeited legal rights of those poor on toasts 
item society, but of the moral, social, and le- 
pal rights of the citizens of Louisville, refused 
to permit them to land here, and promptly rc- 
. turned them to Nashville to their home3. This 
has called forth the venom of "Scalpel," who 
.has cbasen the Nashville Press asachauael 
through w inch to insinuate against thj milita- 
ry commander of Louisville a slander which 
eo rrun, woman, or child, who knows him or 
his hubitp, would give credence to for a mo- 
ment. We would suggest to "Scalpel" that it 
is bad policy and bad taste to attempt to cloak 
the follies of ono officer by attaching undue 
l/lamf to or insinuating slander against ttnolh- 
tr. There could have been no preferenca in 
such case, as the going of the one did, not ex- 
elude or interfere with the other class, and 
yet "ScaVotT' bitterly denounces Colon rl 
Mundy for sending back those pocr women to 
ibeir homes, such as they are, while he refused + 
ji'-rses to p-rents to see their sick and wounded 
sons in Nashville. Does not "Scalpel'' (syno- 
<or sharp) know that orders were issued 
May last from the Headquarters Depart- 
ment of the Cumberland, forbidding the visits 
cf con- resident, citizens to that Department 
vitbout the permission of Major-tieneral 
llosecrant? If he knew of the order, he is 
the csore censurable for his libellous ifl3inuv 
tion; actl, if he did not, we would suggest to 
him to keep within his cdse in future uutil he 
ran possess himself of sufficient information 
la justify bis appearance in public, or the 
world may find out he is dull. 

Stajhiinq Affray — Pkobable Murder — 
On Saturday morning about one o'clock, Mr. 
<Jcorge Lendsfcth, who keeps a stamping and 
smbroidery store on Market street, between 
Brook and Floyd, was serenaded. He 'hen 
tccompanied the band to the residence of Val- 
entine Hazel, corner cf Preston and Jefferson 
streets, where the party were invited in. Four 
joung men, attracted by the music, gathered 
in front of tho house and raised a disturbance, 
using filthy language and annoying the peo- 
ple irside. Mn, Landsrath went outside on 
the street, and mildly tried to persuade 
them to go away, taking them by th« 
arms and sajing, "Come, boys, this will not 
co: let us go down the street," attempting 
to lead them, or a part of them, from the 
scene. They reluctantly permitted him to do 
so, bnt bad gone only a few steps when one of 
them, William Beyerbach, drew a knife and 
cut Landsrath across the throat, on the ri ft '!f 
side, inflicting a terrible gash. The blood 
flowed freely, and he soon fell to the ground, 
but wos taken up and carried back to Hetzel's 
store, and medical assistance was procured. 
The bleeding was checked, but it is feared 
that he cannot recover. The hemorrhage com- 
merced flowing again yesterday evening, but 
was stopped this time, leaving the unfortunate 
man almost lifeless. Beyerbach was arrested, 
st.d lies in jail awaiting his trial. He is a 
joutb, only nineteen years of age, and ha3 
always heretofore been deemed a quiet, inof- 
fensive young man. The wounded man is 
thirty-nine year3 old, and has a family. 

Sixc:rt.AR Phenomenon. — We noticed Sit- 
urday that the river was dyed the deepest 
green, and that the surface of the water w&3 
overspread with a thin scum of the same color. 
It has been in thij remarknble condition for 
pt veral days, and we can -find no one who is 
at all capable of giving a single reason for it. 
The matter perplexes the oldest steamboat- 
men, who declare that they n«.7er beheld 
anything like it before. This scum is on the 
water as far up tho river as Cincinnati, we 
understand, an i perhsps above there, f>r we 
have no intelligence on the subject above that 
point. The same is tho case down the river 
for hundreds of milts. Such a thing i3 certainly 
artery mysterious phenomenon here, and we 
do net know how to accoutt for it. Great fears 
are entertained that it will produce sickness in 
this neighborhood and along the river. We 
hope not, however. Here is a chance for the 
curious; and scientific men certainly have an 
opportunity to immortalize themselves by 
Bolving this newest of all mysteries. 

OrERATic Conceet. — We are gratified to an- 
nounce that Signor Corr&di Colliere, so long 
and favorably known here, is on a visit to our 
city and will give a grand musical entertain- 
ment on Monday evening next at the Masonic 
Hall. He will be assisted by his accomplished 
daughters and many profesesonal and amateur 
musicians, so that his programme will be rich- 
ly and UnMally varied. ' Among the selec- 
tions, we are to have the sextet from "Lucia 
de Lammermoor," which is the "contract 
ecene," a quartet from "Rigolio," a terzetto 
from "Attila," the solo basso from "Pierre 1' 
Heremite," by Mons. Ham ;!, a soprano solo 
from "I due Foscari," F. Figaro's ana buffo, 
from the Barber of Seville, by Signor Colliere, 
and other solos and concerted pieces, vocal and 
instrumental. This will be a charming enter- 
tainment, and we hope all our musical friends 
■will consider themselves engaged for next 
.Monday evening. 

The Rencontre at Jeffe'b30nville. — We 
noticed Saturday the fact that a "serious diffi- 
culty occurred in JefFersonville, on Thursday, 
which it is feared will result in the death of 
one of the parties. An Irishman, whose name 
we could not learn, had in his possession a 
Spur belonging to Mr. Allen, who has soma* 
connection with the Quartermaster's Depart- 
ment here. Allen requested him to give it up, 
which he refused to do. A fight ensued, in 
which the Irishman was severely cut in the 
abdomen with a knife, and it is believed that 
he will die. He was alive, however, yester- 
day evening. Allen was arrested and put in 
jail, where he will remain until the ca3e can 
be investigated. 

The Twentieth Kentucky Regiment, 
which under Lieutenant-Colonel Hanson 
fought so brilliantly at Lebanon, has been or- 
dered to report at this city. Colonel Hanson, 
with a portion of his command, is, as we learn, 
feady here. The command and the com- 
mander are alike worthy of the honor and 
gratitude of orrr people. But for the check 
Morgan experienced at the hands of Colonel 
Hanson, and previously at tl.e hands of Col- 
onel Moore, there is reason to believe that the 
desolating ranger would have precipitated his 
band upon our city. What might have been 
the result in that case we need not conjecture. 
Colonel Hanson is one of the most heroic and 
tnost ^kilfu) officers in tbe service.

Headquarters Distbict of Kentucky, ) 
Louisville, August 10, 1803. J 
General Ordtrt No. 41. 

I. The construction of military roads in the 
State being a necessity, by the order of the 
Major-General commanding the Department, 
six thousand laborers from the negro popula- 
tion of the conntiy through which the roads 
pass will be impressed. 

II. The negro laborers will be impreased 
first from the following counties: Harrison, 
Bourbon, Scott, Clarke, Fayette, Woodford, 
Jessamine. Mercer, Boyle, Garrard, Lincoln, 
Marion. Washington, and Nelson. 

III. Male negroes from the ages of sixteen 
to forty-five, both inclusive, are subject to 
this impressment 

IV. In order that the impressment may not 
hinder and materially injure the cultivation 
of and tbe harvesting and gathering the crops 
for the subsistence of the country, it is ordered 
that when a citizen has but one male negro 
laborer he will not be impressed under this 
order. In case a person has more than one 
and less than four, one is to be impressed. In 
case a person has four male laborers and over, 
one-third of them are impressed by this 
order. 

V. Brig.-Gcn. S. S. Fry is charged with the 
execution of this order, and i3 diiected to ap- 
point officers from the 1st Division of 23d 
Army Corps to assist him, and to employ 
citizens to take charge of said negro labor- 
ers. | 

VI. The negroes hereby impressed are re- 
quired to be delivered by the owners at the 
points to be designated by the 20th August, 
nst., or at such time thereafter as Brig. Gen. 
S. S. Fry shall appoint officers or persons to 
take charge of them. Person3 failing to com- 
ply with this order will have taken all their 
negroes of the ages designated. 

VII. He will concentrate the negroes im- 
pressed by this order at Camp Nelson, or such 
other place as may be directed, and havo them 
subsisted as laborers in the Quartermaster's 
Department; requiring complete rolls to ba 
kept, with the names of the negroes, their 
owners, and place 0/ residence. 

VIII. All owners will be paid for tho ser- 
vices ol the laborers, and at the expiration of 
each month proper vouchers will be furnished 
to the persons entitled thereto. The negroes 
taken under this order will be delivered to 
their owners after the expiration of the time 
for which they are impressed. 

IX. Brig. Gen. Fry is ordered to take imme- 
diate action for the execution of this order, 
and report to these headquarters the number 
of laborers collected, for information, that fur- 
ther orders may be issued to secure the quota 
of laborers required, and to distribute the im- 
pressment as equitably as practicable over the 
country to be mainly benefited by the pro- 
posed improvement.

In accordance with the provisions of the 
ordinarice publtehtd herewith, sealeJ propo- 
sals will be received at the Mayors Office in 
this city until Thursday, August 20th, 1863, 
at lTo'clock M., for the building and manage- 
ment of a Street Railroad on the following 
route, to wit: 

Beginning at the intersection of the south- 
ern Tine of Main street with Fourth street, 
thence south in Fourth street to Green street, 
thence east in Green street to First, thence 
south in First street to the southern limits of 
the city. 

Security in the sum of twenty-five thousand 
dollars ($25,000) will be required as prescribed 
in section 4 of the following ordinance. 

WM. MoCARBELL, Auditor. 

AN ORDINANCE 
Prescribing the terms and conditions of street 
passenger railroads within the city of Lou- 
isville. 

Sec. 1. Be it ordained by the General Coun- 
cil of the City of Louinille, That any ejm- 
pany or individuals organized for the purpose 
of laying down rails for running street passen- 
ger ears, to be drawn by horses or mules 
through the streets of Louisville, shall be 

fruided, governed, and regulated by the fol- 
owing conditions, and such restrictions as the 
General Council may Lereafter pass. 

Sec. 2. No company or individuals shall be 
permitted to lay down a track through any of 
the streets ol said cily without first having 
obtained the consent of the General Council, 
designating the company or individuals to 
whom the privilege is granted and the streets 
through which said line shall run. 

Sec. 3. Provided, That before said street 
railroad company or individuals shall com- 
mence to run their cars unon any street where 
it will injuriously affect or interfere with the 
business of any omnibus line or lines, they 
shall, at the option of the owner or owners of 
such cmnibns line, purchase such omnibus 
lite or lines, together with all property be- 
longing to and used in such omnibus basinets 
at a price to be agreed upon between sail 
street railroad company or individuals and 
such omnibus line or lines, or if they cannot 
agree, then to be ascertained in tha following 
manner: One disinterested person, acquainted 
with the value of said omnibus business and 
property, sball be chosen by the Street Rail- 
road Company or individuals, and one by 
such omnibus line, and the two persons so se- 
lected, if they cannot agree, shill choose a 
third, and the valuation set by these persons 
or any two of them, in writing, on such om- 
nibus business and property, shail be final and 
conclusive. 

Sec. 4. All tracks laid shall be of the gauge 
cf five feet and two inches, and of the mo3t 
approved rail, and the sume to be laid accord- 
ing to the direction of the General Council 
and City Engineer, and in such manner as to 
be no impediment to the ordinary use of the 
streets, with suitable bridges at all the gut- 
ters, so as to permit the flow of water uuder 
the same, and on snch grades as are now or 
may be hereafter established by the General 
Council. 

Any company or individual to whom any 
prmiege 6hall be granted by the city, sh ill 
first enter into a good and sufficient bond in 
the penal Eum ot twenty-five thousand dol- 
lars with the city, said bond to be drawn by 
the City Attorney or the Assistant City At- 
torney, and to cpnstitute a lien upon all the 
property and franchises of the company to 
bowlder between the rails, also to pave or 
bowlder (as the street may be) twofeet on the 
outside ol each rail so as to correspond with 
the street outside, to keep the same in good 
repair to the satisfaction of the General Coun- 
cil, and also that no motive power, except 
horses and mules, sTmll be used upon any road, 
and that no road shall bn used in any way for 
the transportation of freight, but expressly for 
city passenger cars. And if any company or 
individual to whom any privilege shall be 
granted shall fail to keep so much of such 
street or streets, as above specified, in good 
and sufficient repair or shall refuse to pay into 
the city treasury the amount of the tax, or 
license fixed by the Council for the privilege 
of using the street as required by this section, 
the General Council shall have the right to 
prevent the use of said street or street* by 
removing the rails therefrom. 

Sec. f>. And upon the further condition that 
any company or individual to whom any priv- 
ilege may be granted shall place and contin- 
ue upon said roads good cars, with all modern 
improvements for the comfortand convenience 
of passengers, and that they run passenger 
cars thereon as often as the public convenience 
may require, and under^uch directions as the 
General Council may from time to time pre- 
scribe. 

Sec. 6. And provided, also, that any com- 
pany or individual to whom such privilege 
may be granted shall in all respects comply 
with the directions of the General Council in 
building said roads, and in the running of cars 
thereon, and in any other matters connected 
■with the regulation of the same, and provided 
also, that any company or individual shall, 
before the permission ukes effect, enter into 
a bond with mortgage as hereinbefore provi- 
ded, to be drawn by the City Attorney, or 
Assistant City Attorney, and approved by the 
General Council, binding themselves and their 
successors to abide by and perform the stipu- 
lations and provisions herein contained, and 
also Euch other resolutions or ordinances as 
may be passed by the General .Council regu- 
lating the running npon said roads. 

Sec. 7. Provided, that the City Auditor 
shall, when instructed by the City Council, 
advertise for ten days in the official papers of 
this city, stating the routes which have been 
designated by the Council for street railroads, 
and ask for sealed proposals under this ordi- 
nance, to construct the same, and the compa- 
ny or individual that will pay the highest 
amount of license per car per annum and the 
highest amount for each passenger carried, and 
also bid for the lowest price of commutation , 
tickets, in packages of not less than twenty- 
five, shall be considered the successful bidder, 
provided, however, the General Council shall 
be the judges of the bids. 

Sec. 8. And, provided any snch company or 
individual shall not charge more than five 
cents for each passenger on any such roads. 

Sec. 9. And provided further, that they 
shall file with the City Auditor a statement, 
under oath, of the cost of each mile or frac- 
tion of a mile of road completed, and also a 
monthly statement of the gross receipts, atfd 
shall exhibit the books and vouchers belong- 
ing to said company or individual to a com- 
mittee of the General Council, or to any per- 
son or persons the Council may appoint to 
examine such books and accounts, at any time. 
But no company or individual, to whom any 
privilege may be granted, shall assign or trans- 
let their franchise in said road or roads with- 
out first obtaining the consent of the General 
Council thereto. 

Sec. 10. And provided farther, that the city 
of Louisville shall not be held liable to any 
company or individual for any damage any

11th. The cars shall be entitled to the track, 
and any vehicle upon the track of said com- 
pany shall turn out when any car comes up, 
so as to leave the track unobstructed; and the 
drivers of any vehicle refusing to do so, when 
requested by the driver of any car, shail be 
liable to a penalty not exceeding five dollars 
on conviction before the City Court of Louis- 
ville, and costs of prosecution, and all fines 
collected under this section shall be paid into 
the City Treasury to be appropriated to the 
School Fund. 

12. Provided, That if any person or persons 
shall have cause to remove any large iron safe 
or other large and heavy substance, they shall 
be allowed a sufficient time to load and un- 
load the same without being liable to the pen- 
alty attachtd by* this section. 

Sec. 15. This ordinance shall continue and 
be in force from' and after its passage. All 
contracts made under the provisions of this 
ordidance shall be for the ter_n and period of 
twenty years.

the city harmless from any damage that may 
be claimed by property holders or by any per- 
son or persons on account of the laying of said 
track, or in the use or by reason thereof, or 
by running tbe cars thereon. 

Sec. 11. And provided any company or in- 
dividual to whom privilege may be granted 
as aforesaid shall, within ten days after the 
passage of a resolution granting such privi- 
lege, come forward and sign the pronef con- 
tract, agreeing to abide by these stipulations 
and other ordinances that may be passed here- 
after by the General Council regulating such 
roads, and agreeing further to commence said 
roads within sixty days thereafter, and com- 
plete the same within twelve months. 

Sec 12. The President and Secretary of each 
and every such company or of individuals ! 
shall, on the first day of January in each and 
every year during the continuance of the con- 
tract, furnish to the General Council a full and 
complete list of the stockholders thereof; and 
Buch statement shall be verified by the oath of 
laid President and Secretary, to be adminis- 
tered by a Notary Public of the countv of 
Jefferson, and attested by his seal, or by any 
person authorized to administer oaths. 

Sec. 13. The City Council shall at any fu- 
ture time have the power, when the public 
good demands, to grant a second or third com- 
pany or individual the right to occupy any 
track already laid down, provided theexpense 
of laying and keeping in repair said track, so 
far as used by different companies or individ- 
uals, shall be equally borne by all those that 
use them, but the Council shall not have the 
right to grant a permit to run upon any route 
already disposed of for a greater distance than 
one-tenth of the whole route. 

Sec. 14. And be it further ordained, That the 
following specifications regulating the run- 
ning of street railroads in "Louisville be re- 
quired ol each and every company or individ- 
uals taking out license under the provisions of 
this ordinance, viz: 

1st. No car shall be drawn at a greater speed 
than six miles an hour. 

2d. While the cars are turning the corners 
from one street to another the horse3 or mules 
shall not be driven faster than a walk. 

3d. Cars driven in the same direction shall 
not approach each other within a distance of 
three hundred fee*, except in ca3e of accident 
or when it m6y be necessary to connect two 
cars together, or at stations. 

4th. No car shall be allowed to stop on a 
croes-walk, nor in front of any intersecting 
street, except to avoid collision or to prevent 
danger to persons in the street. 

5th. When the conductor of any car is re- 
quired to stop at the intersection of streets to

The Louisville & Nashville R. R. Co. desire 
to extend their Lebanon Branch to Danville 
or some peint in the direction of the upper 
Coal Fields of the State, nnd are now engaged 
in locating the extension, ami by act of the 
Inst Legislature arc authorized to contract 
with the City of Louisville for a loan of six 
hundred thousand dollars of her bonds to 
enable them to make the extension. 

The enclosed ordinance has been prepared 
for your consideration as necessary to enable 
the City to make the loan, and as necessary to 
enable "the Company to make the extension, 
and secure the additional amount that may 
be required to cover the cost. 

The extended Branch will make the present 
Branch and Main Stem more profitable, and 
will be highly advantageous to the commerce 
and interest of the City by bringing a very 
rich and fertile section of the State into rail- 
road connection with Louisville, and it is 
hoped whenit shall reach the upper Coal Fields 
of the State that it will aid in regulating the 
price of fuel. — And that it will ultimately 
form part of a rail connection with Kuoxvillo 
and Wilmington, North Carolina.

Whereas the Louisville and Nashville R. 
R. Co. have authority by their Charter to 
extend branches to any point within the 
State, and the Legislature by act entitled "An 
act to amend the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad Charter," approved 26th February, 
1863, enacted as follows, to wit: 

Be it enacted bj the General Assembly of 
he Commonwealth of Kentucky: 

Sec. 1.. '"That on the Louisville and Nash- 
ville Railroad Company determining to extend 
the Lebanon Branch of said road to Danville, 
Mount Vernon, or Monticcllo, or some place 
in the direction of cither" of said places: or 
upon said railroad Company determining to 
extend a Branch west of the Main Stem into 
the Coal regions, that it shall be lawful for 
said Company to contract with the City of 
Louisville to lend to the Company not exceed- 
ing six hundred thousand dollars, in thirty 
year one thousands dollar bonds, bearing six " 
percent interest per annum, payable serui- 
nnnualljtin Louisville, and secure the interest 
and principal on the branch ot extension for 
which they may be loaned. 

Sec. 2. That all contracts between the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad Company 
and the City of Louisville, under the provi- 
sions of the preceding section, shall be lawful 
and binding on said Company and the City of 
Louisville." 

And Whereas said Company have had a 
route surveyed to Danville and to Stanford, 
the grade ascertained, with an estimate of the 
cost of extension, ■ and desire to extend the 
same to the upper coal fields of the State, and 
are now engaged in the actual location of an 
extension of the Lebanon Branch under the 
above recited act, aud the cost of extension 
may exceed the six hundred thousand dollars 
named in said act, and as said Company have 
authority by their Charter to issue Income 
Bonds for the payment of the additional cost. 
An Ordinance Appropriating Six Hundred 
Thousand dollars to construct a Railroad 
from Lebanon to Danville. 

Be it ordained by the General Council of 
the C ity of Louisville: 

That the Mayor of the City of Louisville 
have authority, and he is hereby directed to 
execcute, issue and deliver to the Louisv. and 
Nashville R. R. Co. six hundred thirty year 
City of Louisville Coupon Bonds of one Thous- 
and dollars each, bearing six percent interest 
payable semiannually, the bonds to bear such 
date, and the principal and interest payable at 
such place in Louisville as he and the Com- 
|«iuy may agree, upon said Company entering 
into an obligation to the City ot Louisville to 
pay the interest and principal of said bonds as 
the same becomes due, and secure the same by 
a mortgage upon the Lebanon Branch ami 
said extension jointly and equally with not 
exceeding a like amount of the Companvs 
Income Coupon Bonds, to be issued to pay the 
additional cost of extending the Lebanon 
Branch. 

And be it further ordained, that to pay the 
interest of said bonds as it falls due, and the 
principal thereof in thirty years from the date 
thereof — -an advalorem tax of twenty cents 
on the one hundred dollars of taxable property 
within the limits of the City of Louisville at 
the dates of the several assessments subject to 
taxation by the revenue laws of the State, is 
hereby levied and directed to be collected 
annually from the date of said bonds; provided 
the General Council of the City of Louisville 
are satisfied, that the Louisville and Nashville 
R. R. Co. intend in good faith to pay the in- 
terest of the six hundred bonds as it becomes 
due, and retire said bonds as they shall 
mature, and that said Compaq have the 
means of doing so. The right is reserved to 
suspend the collection of allor any part of the 
above tax and renew the same at pleasure; 
and provided further, that it be made a con- 
dition of the mortgage to secure the payment 
of said bonds, that if at any time the Louis] 
ville and Nashville R. R. Co." shall fail to place 
the City of Louisville in funds sufficient to 
discharge any instalment of interest on said 
bonds ten days before the same become due 
and payable, that the mortgage shall be for- 
feited, and tbe City may loreclosc for both 
interest and principal. 

Sec. 2. This ordinance shall only take 
effect upon being published as required by 
the charter, and upon its being voted upon 
and approved by a majority of the qualified 
voters of the City of Louisville voting thereon 
at such time as the General Council shall 
hereafter provide by resolution, as prescribed 
in article G, section 11 of the Charter of Louis- 
ville.
